To;  The  Chairman  and  Members  of  the  ELham  Rural  District  Council; 

Ladies  and  Gentlemen, 

I have  the  honour  to  submit  the  Annual  Report  on  the  Health  and  Sanitary 
Conditions  of  the  Rural  District  for  the  year  1959. 

The  estimated  mid-year  population  of  the  District  was  9690  compared  with 
9490  in  1948. 

There  was  little  appreciable  change  in  the  birth  rate  and  after  adjustment 
for  comparative  purposes  it  was  only  slightly  below  the  rate  for  England  and 
Wales. 


The  death  rate  was  somewhat  lower  than  in  the  preceeding  year  and  was 
considerably  lower  than  the  figure  for  the  country  as  a whole. 

The  infant  mortality  rate  on  the  other  hand  showed  a substantial  increase 
on  the  figure  for  1958,  being  37.8  per  1,000  live  births  and  much  above  the 
national  average  of  22.0.  Although  the  actual  number  of  deaths  was  small, 
congenital  defect  as  a cause  of  death  materially  contributed  to  the  increased 
mortaility. 

There  were  no  maternal  deaths  during  the  year. 

There  were  twenty-one  deaths  from  Cancer  giving  a mortality  rate  of  2.16 
per  1,000  population  compared  with  2.14  for  England  and  Wales.  Cancer  of  the 
lung  accounted  for  four  deaths  or  0.41  per  1,000.  The  corresponding  rate  per 
England  and  Wales  was  0.46. 

The  incidence  of  infectious  diseases  showed  no  unusual  features  and  con- 
tinued to  be  low  though  measles  was  more  prevalent  than  during  the  previous 
year. 


Figures  of  immunisations  locally  against  Diphtheria  and  Whooping  Cough 
under  the  County  Scheme  fell  somewhat  during  the  year  while  primary  vaccinations 
against  Smallpox  were  increased. 

The  figures  for  Poliomyelitis  Vaccination,  also  supplied  by  the  County 
Medical  Officer,  showed  an  increase  in  the  total  number  of  injections  given  as 
well  as  an  increase  in  the  number  of  persons  of  15  years  and  over  who 
completed  a course  of  injections. 

Details  of  the  sanitary  circumstances  of  the  area  are  included  in  the 
Report  of  the  Surveyor  and  Senior  Public  Health  Inspector  and  I would  refer  only 
to  the  Council’s  Sewerage  Scheme  for  Hawkinge,  Swingfield  and  Acrise  which  was 
the  subject  of  a public  enquiry  during  the  year  and  which  was  subsequently 
approved  by  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government. 

I have  to  thank  the  Council  for  the  interest  taken  in  the  Department’s 
work  and  also  the  Clerk  and  other  members  of  the  Council’s  staff  for  their 
assistance  generally  throughout  the  year.

SECTION  B - GENERAL  PROVISION  OF  HEALTH  SERVICES 


(a)  Ho  spitals: 

St.  Mary's  Hospital,  Etchinghill,  situated  within  the  Rural  District, 
provides  accommodation  for  the  aged  and  infirm  and  chronic  sick  cases  and  is 
administered  by  the  South  East  Metropolitan  Regional  Hospital  Board.  Appropriate 
facilities  for  the  treatment  of  acute  cases,  maternity  cases  and  infectious 
diseases  are  provided  by  the  Board’s  hospitals  elsewhere  in  the  region. 

(b)  Laboratory  Facilities: 

The  Public  Health  Laboratory  Service  undertakes  the  examination  of 
pathological  and  other  specimens  as  well  as  the  routine  bacteriiogical 
examination  of  water,  milk  and  other  samples. 

(c ) Nursing  and  Midwifery  Services: 

These  domiciliary  services  are  provided  by  the  Kent  County  Council  which 
is  the  administrative  authority  for  them  in  the  Rural  area.  The  following 
information  on  the  work  of  the  services  during  1959  has  been  provided  by  the 
County  Medical  Officer.

This  scheme  was  completed  and  all  34  properties  in  these  small  hamlets  were 
connected.  All  properties  with  pail  closets  were  converted  to  W.Cs.  by  owners  with 
assistance  of  grants  made  under  Section  47  of  the  Public  Health  Act,  1935.  The 
sewage  treatment  plant  which  served  St.  Mary’s  Hospital,  Etchinghill  and  was  a 
continuous  source  of  trouble  was  made  redundant  when  this  stage  of  the  scheme  was 
completed. 


Stage  II  - Etchinghill.  Lyminge  and  Elham 

Most  of  the  gravity  sewers  in  Etchinghill,  some  at  Elham  and  the  rising  main 
from  Elham  and  Lyminge  to  Etchinghill  were  completed. 

Hawkinge.  S wingfield  and  Acrise 

The  public  enquiry  into  this  scheme  was  held  in  August,  approval  was 
received  from  the  Ministry  of  Housing  and  Local  Government  and  tenders  were 
invited  from  contractors. 

It  is  anticipated  that  work  mil  commence  on  this  scheme  in  April,  1950. 


Cesspool 


Cesspools  were  emptied  by  direct  labour  with  three  Dennis  300  gallon  emptiers 
and  despite  overtime  being  worked  and  a vehicle  being  hired  from  Messrs.  Lines  of 
Wootton,  there  was  a delay  of  seven  weeks  between  receipt  and  execution  of 
requests  to  empty  cesspools  at  certain  times  of  the  year. 

It  is  anticipated  that  the  position  will  become  easier  next  year  when 
Lyminge  and  Elham  villages  have  a main  drainage  scheme.

5)  Refuse  Collection  and  Disposal

1 ) Inspections  under  Petroleum  (Consolidation)  Act,  1928  and  Regulations 

All  petrol  storage  installations  in  the  district  were  inspected  during  the 
year  in  the  company  of  a Fire  Prevention  Officer  of  the  Kent  Fire  Brigade,  and 
particular  attention  was  given  to  the  electrical  equipment  associated  with  petrol 
service  pumps.  In  addition,  limiting  devices  are  now  required  under  the  new  Home 
Office  code,  which  will  limit  the  maximum  quantity  of  spirit  to  be  dispensed  at 
on®  time. 

The  standard  of  fire  prevention  measures  has  improved  over  the  year  due  to 
these  inspections. 

2 ) Theatre  Acts  (as  amended) 

Throughout  the  district,  all  halls  and  other  public  buildings  in  which  stage 
plays  are  publically  performed  were  inspected  in  the  company  of  a Fire  Prevention 
Officer  of  the  Kent  Fire  Brigade  prior  to  the  issue  of  licences  under  the  above 
Acts. 


During  these  inspections  some  contraventions  found  were  subsequently  remedied. 
As  a result  of  these  inspections  all  due  precautions  have  been  taken  for  the 
safety  ef  the  public,  performers  and  employees.
